While the Mexicans suffered more

Florida indicated that in the engage- 
ments of Tuesday and Wednesday 
their dead amounted to about 150. 
No person knows how many Mex- 
icans fell wounded as a large part 
of them were taken away and hidden 
by friends. 


In the streets about the Plaza 


Wednesday afternoon lay 15 or 2"0 
bodies, a majority of them attired in 
citizens clothing. 
Some of the men 


evidently had been dead since the en- 
gagement 
Tuesday and the tropic- 


al heat made their immediate dis- 
posal Imperative. 
One of the first 


orders given after the town had been 
captured was to bury the Mexican 
dead in a trench at the sea end of 
one of the streets leading from the 
plaza.

In the fighting in the center of the 


inner harbor of Sat Juan de Uloa, an 
ancient stone fortress, flew the Mex- 
ican flag throughout the attack.

Prairie, lying 500 yards away, and the 
other ships shelling the naval acad- 
emy.

There is a growing de- 
sire for simple lines, harmonious col- 
ors, avoidance of the monstrosities 
and eccentricities that one sees near- 
ly everywhere. 


When people are 
looking for' a 


place of residence, the first thing they 
ask is to the chances for business. 
The second question may be "What 
kind of schools do you have?" In 
perhaps even more cases it is, "Is 
your town an attractive place to live 
In?" If on visiting 
the 
prospective 


home, the streets are seen to be 
slatternly, the buildings 
grotesque 


and ill kept, it will take very good 
business or educational prospects to 
neutralize these disadvantages. 


Many towns have increased their 


tatable property by the simple and 
inexpensive expedient of cleaning out 
unsightly buildings around the rail- 
road station, and planting trees and 
shrubbery. 


Thus beauty has its distinct com- 


mercial value. A street with trees 
and flowers makes every house more 
salable at higher prices. Other things 
being 
equal, prospective residents 


will pay more money to live In a 
town where a consistent attempt is 
made toward beautifying the place.

The people 
who do not 


have good taste 
on such 
matters 


shculd -not arrogantly parade their 
lacks before the public. Let them ask 
advice from some one who does pos- 
sess good taste.

with those of Mexico now in Mexican 
waters is strikingly brought out in 
statistics made public by the navy de- 
partment today. 


There are 
at present 
2:5 United 


States ships of the 
United States 


navy scattered along the Mexican 
coasts, a majority of which are of the 
latest fighting type. Opposed to these 
are eleven 
Alexican naval vessels, 


four of which are characterized as of 
"no fighting value." 


Eighteen of the American naval 


vessels are on the Atlantic coast and 
seven on the Pacific. They include 
nine battleships 
five cruisers, three 


gunboats, three fuel ships, two trans- 
ports, one supply ship, one hospital 
ship and one mine depot ship. 


Mexico has five vessels on the At- 


lantic coast and six on the Pacific. 
Of those o nthe Atlantic two are gun- 
boats, one a transport, one a training 
snip, and the other is characterized 
as a "hulk, of no fighting 
value." 


Those on the Pacific coast consist of 
two gunboats, a transport and three 
"hulks of no fighting value." 


The gunboat Bravo on the Atlantic 


coast Is of 1,260 ton displacement and 
of 2.4 inches of armament. The gun- 
boat Vera Cruz is 980 tons in 
dis- 


placement and equipped with 2.4 inch 
armament. The gunboat Morelos on 
the Pacific, is of 1,2«0 ton displace- 
ment and the gunboat Tampico of 9.80 
ton displacement 
Both have the 2.4 


inch armament 


The gunboats 
Bravo, Vera Cruz. 


Morelos and Tampico each carry six 
G-pounders and are equipped with tor- 
pcdp tubes.
